CONDUCTOR AND

A United. Railways motorman and a 
conductor, found guilty of slugging a 
passenger and beating him with a con- 
troller handle and transfer punch, were 
fined $800 each by Judge Pollard in the 
Dayton Street Police Court Friday. 

They were the crew of a Cass car, 
James Woods, 2527 Bacon street, being 
the motorman and Clinton Crume, 21 
South Channing avenue, the conductor. 

Erasmus T. Heckert of 3638 St. Louis 
avenue was the complainant. 

He testified that Feb. 4 he boarded the 
car, westbound, and told the conductor 
he wanted to get off at Union boule- 
vard and St. Louis avenue. He went to 
sleep. When the conductor woke him 
there was a quarrel. 

Heckert told Judge Pollard that when 
he left the car the motorman and the 
conductor followed him to the street. 
Woods carried his heavy brass controller 
handle and Crume used his transfer 
punch as a weapon. 

They beat him and threw him into a 
ditch, he testified. 

John Swain, who was with Heckert, 
corroborated this statement. 

“This slugging of citizens by street 
railway employes is inexcusable,’ said 
Judge Pollard. ‘I shall fine you both 
the limit.’’ 

On their testimony that Hecker cursed 
them Judge Pollard fined Heckert $10. 
The conductor and motorman denied 
that they attacked Heckert. They said 
they just “helped him off the car.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 12.—With 
scarcely a handful of the 419 venire- 
men’ summoned to be there, court 
opened today, the twenty-third day of 
the trial of Col, Duncan B. Cooper, 
Robin J. Cooper and John D. Sharp, 
for the murder of former Senator B.

he had been underpaid for his statues

“It was the work of his own hands,” 
they argue. “If he was not properly 
treated by the church authorities he 
was justified in destroying his own 
property.”’ 

Is Son of Noted Sculptor. 
Mundhenk is a son of August Mund- 
henk- of 321 Helen street, Mount Au- 

burn, who is himself a sculptor and 
artist of national reputation: 

Early in his life Oscar Mundhenk 
showed a talent for sculpture and be- 
gan studying under the direction of: his 
father. He attended the Cinginnati Art 
Academy and later studied under the 
sculptor, Rebisso, whose geniys gave 
him a high rank: in the list of American 
sculptors. He spent several years 
abroad in study and then returned to 
work with his father. 

The contract for the 


work in the 


Marietta church originally was given to} 


the elder Mundhenk. However,, finding 
himself too busy, he turned the work 
over to his son with the approval of the 
church authorities. 

“He was not paid as he should have 
been and as he expected he would be,” 
said Mrs. Mundhenk today. 


No Morey for Food. 
“He wrote us repeatedly to send him 


money so that he could live. We"have 
had numbers of complaints from Oscar, 
that the priest of the church where he 
was at work, while highly praising his 
work, refused to pay him except in 
small pittances. At times he was ac- 
tually hungry. He has been under 
much expense and if he is in trouble it 
is the result of the attitude of the priest 
toward him. 

‘I talked with my son this morning,’’9 
said August Mundhenk, “and he told 
me that the matter had been adjusted 
and that he had been asked to complete 
the work in the church and to restore 
the statue of the Virgin. The head is 
the only part injured and that can be 
restored without: difficulty. I am con- 
fident that the young man was not 
treated right. He is high-strung and 
resented the treatment given him by 
Father Woesman, pastor of the church.

HODGENVILLE, Ky., Feb. 12.—For- 
mer Gov. Joseph W. Folk of Missouri 
received an ovation when he arose to- 
day to pay tribute to Lincoln on the 
farm where the war President was 


born. 

Mr. Folk said: 

“The people of every great nation have 
in all tiges honored their heroes with 
memorials. In studying the history of 
other peoples we judge them by these 
tokens of affection for the. 
men that led them in some mighty crisis. 
This nation has had many men whose 
deeds have emblazoned the pages of his- 
tory, but no name is now dearer in the 
hearts of the*people than that of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. 

“Washington fough to give us this 
nation, rusrentesing fights to the citi- 
zen, never obtain nor exercised by 
any; other people; Lincoln struggled to 
keep it as a@ goverriment of the people, 
for the people and, by the people. 

“Jefferson taught the simple truths 
necessary for the happiness of a demo- 
cratic people; Lincoln applied these 
truths to the troubles of his time and 
‘steered'the ship of state into a peace- 
ful harbor. 

‘Jackson thundered against and over- 
came the evils of his day; Lincoln, with 
aheart ready for any: fate, breathed a 
new force into the.doctrines of Jackson. 

‘‘We preserved Mount Vernon !n mem- 
ory of Washington. 
the Mecca for the followers of Jeffer- 
son. The Hermitage is kept as when 
old Hickory lived. and worked and 
wrought. Save for an occasional monu- 
ment, there is no suitable memorial to 
Lincoln, whose fame grows brighter as 
the years go by.” — 

*‘Here on this farm, 100 years’ ago to- 
day, was born the strongest, strangest, 
gentlest character the republic has ever 
known. His work .was destined te have 
@ more far-reaching influence than any 
that went before him. Until recently 
this spot, which should be hallowed by 
every American, Was unnoticed and 
abandoned. Inspired by the idea that 
due regatd for the apostle of human 
liberty who sprang from this soil de- 
manded the preservation of his birth- 
place, a few patriotic mien organized the 
Lincoln Farm Association to purchase 
this property and to erect upon it a 
memorial to that simple, but sublime 
life that here came into the world. 
“This association is purely patriotic 
in. its purposes and the movement has 
met with a ready response from every 
section of the nation. The governors 
of nearly all the states have appointed 
commissioners to co-operate in this 
work. The South has responded as gen- 
erously as the Nortn. In revering the 
name of LAncoln there is now no North 
or South nor East nor West. There is 
but one heart in all and that the heart 
of patriotic America. 

“So the memorial to be erected here 
by South as well as North will not only 
be in memory of Lincoln, but it will be 
a testimony that the fires of .hatred 
‘kindled by the fierce civil Conflict of 
nearly half a century ago are dead and 
from the ashes has arisen the red rose 
of patriotism to a common country and 
loyalty to a common flag. It will be 
a monument in the forward progress of 
a nation dedicated to the liberty and 
happiness of mankind. 

“It is appropriate that these dedica- 
tion exercises, participated in by repre- 
sentatives of every part of the nation, 
should be held upon the centenary of 
Lincoln’s birth. We have not come so 
much to dedicate this ‘ground, but to 
set it apart as’ a gift to the American 
people as a lasting memorial to the 
matchless American. The man born 
here has already consecrated this piace. 
It is for us to be here dedicated to the 
great task Sefore us that this nation 
should not be preserved merely to fall 
before the enemies of peace, but that 
it shall be made free from the things 
that dishonor and oppress.

TAILERS VOTE 
T0 ORGANIZE | 
TRAFFIC: BUREAL 


Speakers at St. Louis Associa- 
tion’s Banquet Criticise Bus- 
iness Men’s-League. 





Criticising the Business Men’s League 
for acting solely in the interest of the 
wholesaler and ignoring the retailers, 
the Associated Retailers of St. Louis, at 
a banquet at the Mercantile Club last 
night, took initial steps for the forma- 
tion of a traffic bureau of their own. 
Fifty of the leading retail establish- 
ments of St. Louls were represented. 

A resolution was unanimously carried 
providing that the Associated Retailers 
form a traffic bureau, the business of 
which shall be to arrange excursions 
for shoppers from towns within 160 miles 
of St. Louis anu to provide for the 
transportation of purchases made by 
out-of-town customers. 

There was considerable debate over 
the resolution. It was reported to the 
association that the Business Men’s 
League stood ready to co-operate with 
the retailers in a traffic bureau, with 
the previso that all retailers demving 
any benefit from such a bureau become 
members of the Business Men's League. 


Resolution Finally Carries, 

This was objected ‘to on the ground 
that the Business Men’s League acts in 
the interest of the jobbers and would 
not be very — in behalf of the 
retailers. 

After the debate it was voted to form 
a:traffic bureau to act solely for the 
Associated Retailers, independent of any 
otiier commercial organization. 

It -was suggested at the banquet that 
St. Louis is not getting its share of 
conventions this year. After speeches 
by several members, Vice-President Leo 
Landau, who presided, appointed Louis 
Aloe, Sigmund Baer and J. H. Buetner 
a committee to obtain conventions for 
St. Louis. 

Moses Schoenberg and Charles A. Stix 
were appointed to represent St. Louis at 
#the Tariff Convention to be held in In- 
dianapolfs next week. 

President Smith’s Statement, 

James E. Smith, president of the 
Business Men’s League, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he knew nothing 
about the Traffic Bureau discussion by 
the Associated Retailers. 

“The charge that we favor the whole- 
saler solely and ignore the retailer is 
not true?’ said Mr. Smith. ‘“‘The Busi- 
ness Men’s League stands for the best 
interests of St. Louls all the time. As 
for a proposition. coming from the 
League for the Retailers to co-operate 
with our Traffic Bureau, I never heard 
Or: 3t."" 

W. F. Saunders, sedetary of the Busi- 
ness Men's League, said:

This rail splitter, this boy who passed 
his ungainly youth in the dire poverty 
of thé poorest of the frontier folk, whose 
rise was by weary and painful labor, 
lived to lead his people through the 
burning flames of a.struggle from which 
the nation emerged, purified as by fire, 
born anew to a loftier life. After long 
years of iron effort, and of failure that 
came more often than victory, he at 
last rose to the leadership of the Re- 
public, at the moment when that leader- 
ship had become the stupendous world- 
task of the time. 

He grew to know greatness, but never 
ease. Success came to him, but never 
happiness, save that which springs from 
doing well a painful and a vital task. 
Power was his, but not pleasure. The 
furrows deepened on his brow, but his 
eyes were undimmed by either hate or 
fear. His gaunt shoulders were bowed, 
but his steel thews never faltered as he 
bore for a burden the destinies of his 
people. His great and tender heart 
shrank from giving pain; and the task 
allotted him was to pour out like water 
the life blood of the young men, and to 
feel in his every fiber the sorrow of the 
women, Disaster saddened but never 
dismayed him. ~ 

As the red years of war went by they 
found hint ever doing his duty in the 
present, ever facing the future with 
fearless front, high of heart, and daunt- 
less of soul.

TO TELL HOW ft 


WAS WOUNDED 


Nicholas H. Dean Would Not 
Allow Doctor to Minister 
to Him. 


Refusing to tell his nearest friends 
how he received the hurts from which 
he died soon after being questioned and 
refusing to let a pbysician treat him, 
Nicholas H. Dean died of a fractured 
skull Thursday afternoon at 1519 South 
Vandeventer avenue. 

That Dean had been in a fight some- 
where and had been roughly handled 
was indicated from his blackened and 
swollen eye, his lacerated hand, a bruise 
on his chest and the blood on his cloth- 
ing when he returned to his home Tues- 
day forenoon. But whether he was 
fatally hurt in this fight or fell and 
split his skull is in doubt. 

For two days Dean suffered. In that 
time his friends took a physician twice 
to see him, but he refused to be exam- 
ined. His friends begged him to tell 
with whom he had fought, and only a 
half-hour before he died, his nearest 
friend, John Shea, with whom he lived, 
asked him to tell how he was hurt, but 
he refused. 

Letters From Danghter Found. 

Dean was 53 years old and a widower. 
It ts not known that he had relatives 
in St. Louis, but he has a daughter, 
Ada Dean, who lives at 24 Mitchell 
place, Mount Auburn, a suburb of Cin- 
cinnati. Letters from her were found 
in his trunk. 

Dean was a tobacco twister and had 
worked for years in the factory of the 
American Tobacco Co. at Folsom and 
Tower Grove avenues. He was some- 
times seen under the influence of liquor 
and was subject to fits. About two 
months ago he fell in one of these at- 
tacks, while walking on the street and 
bruised his eye. 

Wednesday of 
work. “Monday 
was in Redmond’s 
Vandeventer ayenue, 
morning at 1 o’clock, when the saloon 
was closed. He left the place, saying 
that he was goheg to his room, which 
was directly above the_ saloon. To 
reach his room he had to go to the 
street, walk north to the first door ad- 
joining the saloon and go upstairs. 
Adjoining this door was another door 
exactly like it that led up to a vacant 
flat over Cannon’s”~ restaurant. This 
door was unlocked. 

Slept in Vacant Flat. 

Tuesday morning after 2 o'clock the 
night man in this restaurant went up 
to the vacant flat and saw a man 
asleep on the floor. Tuesday morning 
at 6 o’clock Cannon went up to the 
vacant flat and saw the man on the 
floor, but he did not look into his 
face. At 8 o’clock Dean came again 
into Redmond’s saloon with his face 
battered anu soot on his clothing. 

Later it was found that where Dean 
had lain on the floor there was a lot 
of soot. 

At 11 o’clock Dean went to his room. 
Mr. Shea called Dr. W. H. Reim, 3904 
Folsom avenue, to see him, but Dean 
told the doctor to go away, and when 
he pressed him for an explanation as 
to how he was hurt, he said: “It’s 
none of your business, go and ieave me 
alone.”’ 

He died at 2 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon.

It Is-Made of Fish, Wine, Gar- 


lic, Onions, Bay Leaves 
and Other Things. 








NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 12.—Today be- 
ing Friday, fish will be a notable feat- 
ure of the great banquet tonight in 
honor of President-elect Taft, the city’s 
guest, and in the serving of fish to-a 
distinguished visitor New Orleans will, 
in a culinary sense, be at her best, for 
with the oyster-producing waters of 
lakes Pontchartrain and Borgne, and 
many bayous and inlets and banks of 
the Mexican Gulf to draw from, this 
city has available a marvelous variety 
of the finest fish in the world. 

The recipe for “bouillabaisse,’’ one of 
the principal dishes, includes six slices 
of red snapper, six slices of red fish, 
half a bottle of white wine, half a 
lemon, six large fresh tomatoes, three 
onions, three sprigs .of garlic and three 
bay leaves.

Railroad Men at St. Louis Con- 
vention Say Telegraph Is 
Doomed. 








Train dispatching by telephone was 
under discussion by the superintendents 
of telegraph of Western railroads at the 
Southern Hotel Friday, Thirty-five 
members of the Western division of su- 
perintendents of teiegraph are attend- 
ing the district convention. 

It is predicted by the leading men at 
the convention that the telephone will! 
eventually succeed the telegraph entire- 
ly in the dispatching of trains. The 
telephone system is now in use on the 
Pennsylvania, Rock Island and Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy railroads, and 
is said to be much more satisfactory 
than the telegraph. 

The district meeting was called by A. 
E. Chenery, superintendent of telegraph 
of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, who is 
chairman of the Western division of su- 
perintendents. 

In Shown by Models. 

Miniature devices, illustrating the 
telephone system, are on exhibition in 
rooms adjoining the convention. The 
railroad men are very much interested 
in the device which shows how the tele- 
phone system is used on a railroad di- 
vision of 100 miles. 

P. W. Drew, secretary of the General 
Association of Superintendents of Tele- 
graph, who is attending the convention, 
said: 

‘Railroad men everywhere are inter- 
ested in the dispatching of trains by 
telephone. The system has proven en- 
tirely satisfactory where it has been 
tested, and it is mucn quicker and more 
convenient. The only thing against it 
now is the expense of installation. 
Eventually, however, I think the tele- 
phone will entirely supplant the tele- 
graph in the dispatching of trains.”’
